Medal for Gallantry to Deputy Inspector General Satish Chand Gupta (0393-Q). 

CITATION 

Deputy Inspector General Satish Chand Gupta (0393-Q) joined Indian Coast Guard on 10 July 1994. 

2. On 18 September 2017, ICGS Samudra Prahari under his command sailed for coastal patrol off Mumbai. A fishing 
boat named Seagull was reported adrift close to Oil Field Development Area (ODA) off Mumbai. However, there was no 
update on datum. In severe weather conditions, wherein the Mumbai Port had temporarily suspended/ delayed the movement 
of vessels, the ICG ship was tasked to render assistance, post locating the boat. Maneouvering in highly restricted area, the 
ship was able to locate, render assistance and finally tow the boat safely to Mumbai anchorage. The timely assistance saved 
lives of 14 crew and could also prevent likely collision of fishing boat with oil rigs in area. 

3. On completion of the mission, the ship was tasked again on 20 September 2017 to tow another fishing boat Joeceon- 
3 with 19 crew to Degi Port for repairs, which was reported adrift south west off Mumbai. Post handing over of FB Seagull, 
the ship under the command of the officer proceeded to take Joeceon-3 under tow. The weather was still bad. However, 
timely assistance and operation undertaken by the ship led to saving of 19 lives at sea. In both the incidents, the weather was 
so bad that none of the ship’s boats could be lowered. It was skilful manoeuvring in conditions wherein the ship was rolling 
more than 35 degrees on either side and motivation of the team led by the officer, that the missions could be accomplished at 
challenging sea. 

4. On 10 July 2017, during deployment in areas off Gujarat coast and notional IMBL, in thick of monsoon season, the 
ICG ship was informed of presence of an adrift fishing boat off Mangrol (Gujarat). The boat was identified as a Yemense 
fishing boat, Albome-Marize, reported adrift for more than 30 days and the 06 crew onboard were in severely dehydrated 
condition. Despite extreme weather conditions, the crews were provided with provisions and the boat was towed to 
Porbandar. The ICG ship attempted to tow her inside. However, the tow parted and the boat started drifting dangerously 
towards land. Without wasting time, the ship closed in shallow waters, lowered ship's boat and took in the fishing boat in soft 
tow with the ship’s boat. The prompt action and sustained brave efforts of the ship under command of the officer, resulted in 
avoidance of likely casualty and ensured safety of foreign crew onboard. 

5. The incidents/operations of the last three months wherein 39 lives have been saved by the ship under the command 
of the officer are indicative of the indomitable spirit, exceptional courage, gallant leadership and ability of the officer. 

6. Deputy Inspector General Satish Chand Gupta (0393-Q) has accredited himself well and therefore he is awarded the 
Tatrakshak Medal (Gallantry).

Medal for Gallantry to Commandant (Junior Grade) Tushar Nakul Kotambe (0674-E). 

CITATION 

Commandant (Junior Grade) Tushar Nakul Kotambe (0674-E) joined Indian Coast Guard on 26 June 2006. 

2. South-west monsoon had arrived on west coast with full might and Indian Coast Guard Ship (ICGS) Amartya was 
patrolling off Surathkal on 03 June 2017 with Commandant (JG) TN Kotambe in command (AOL). Almost 26 hours of 
arduous deployment in sea state 4 had already been accomplished when at 1800 hrs, a message was received from Coast 
Guard District Headquarters (CGDHQ)-3 to assist barge MV IBIS which was in distress off Old Mangalore Port. The officer 
ordered maximum possible speed i.e.17 Knots in prevailing weather conditions to arrive datum by 1915 hrs while planning 
framework of rescue operation in the meantime. 

3. At datum. Sea state 4, 25-30 Knots winds, fading day light and wave height of 3+ meters posed a formidable 
challenge for lowering of Gemini. With exceptionally skillful maneuvering, the officer stabilized the ship and safely lowered 
the Gemini to lee side. While Gemini approached distressed Barge in dark hours, the officer continuously guided the rescue 
party and successfully rescued 04 crew. 
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4. Meanwhile, the weather and visibility had become totally unfavorable. The officer therefore, took a calculated risk 
to suspend the rescue operation temporarily and re-launched the rescue party with first light on 04 lune 2017. Rescue of 
balance 19 crew was safely accomplished per Gemini in a non-stop marathon operation of 02 hours in sea state 3-4. 

5. Exceptional courage and gallant leadership shown by the officer during saving of 23 lives against extreme odds 
has brought immense laurels to service at Regional/ National level. 

6. Commandant (Junior Grade) Tushar Nakul Kotambe (0674-E) has accredited himself well and therefore he is 
awarded the Tatrakshak Medal (Gallantry).

Medal for Gallantry to Ajay Kumar, Uttam Navik (Quarter Armour), 06163-M. 

CITATION 

Ajay Kumar, Uttam Navik (Quarter Armour), 06163-M joined Indian Coast Guard on 28 July 2008. 

2. On 28 July 2017, the Indian Coast Guard Ship Samudra Pavak received intelligence input regarding transhipment of 
Narcotics by a suspicious vessel Prince 2/ MV Henry and sailed with dispatch at 1130 hrs on 28 July 2017 for interception. 
Ajay Kumar, a Qualified Air Gunner, with zeal and enthusiasm volunteered to be the part of boarding party. On arriving 
Most Probable Area (MPA), the suspicious contact was detected on radar at 0030 hrs on 29 July 2017 and was shadowed in 
wee hours till first light. Subsequently, the boarding members were briefed and the Gemini was prepared for further dispatch 
of boarding party. 

3. The sea state encountered in the area was 3-4 with swell height of 3 mtrs. Lowering and boarding of the Gemini in 
such sea state was a challenging task. With calculated risk the boarding party was dispatched. Ajay Kumar being boarding 
party member, with disregard to this personnel safety, despite the Gemini being constantly banging against the ship, initiated 
the boarding and also assisted safe boarding of all team members. Moreover, while embarking MV Henry, he assisted the 
safe boarding of all members without any loss and damage to men and material. 

4. Post embarkation by the boarding party, it was observed that vessel was not in possession of various documents such 
as ship's log voyage clearances etc. The EP at first instance, physically scanned the crew members to ensure safety of 
boarding team. With his presence of mind, he immediately searched the vessel for all sharp items and took them in his 
custody. The EP with strong military bearing not only ascertained the co-operation of ship's crew but also his presence 
assisted the boarding team in their investigation. While the investigation was in progress the vessel was directed to proceed 
towards Porbandar. Meanwhile, he along with other team members rummaged the living spaces, wash areas and dining areas 
in search of contraband. The vessel was escorted to Porbandar and rummaging by boarding party revealed the presence of 
1526 packets (approx. 1445 kgs) of Heroin worth Rs. 3500 crores concealed in water tanks, railing and bollards. 

5. Ajay Kumar, U/Nvk (QA) has displayed extraordinary act of gallant, presence of mind, professionalism, exhibited 
exemplary courage and diligence under adverse conditions. His zeal and commitment towards the duty assigned to him 
during the boarding operation is indicative of his true military bearing. 

6. Ajay Kumar, Uttam Navik (Quarter Armour), 06163-M has accredited himself well and therefore he is awarded the 
Tatrakshak Medal (Gallantry).
